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John  Williams  was  named  nineteenth  Conductor 
of  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  in  January  1980.  He 
was  bom  in  New  York  and  moved  to  Los  Angeles 
with  his  family  in  1948.  There  he  attended  UCLA  and 
studied  composition  privately  with  Mario  Castel- 
nuovo-Tedesco.  After  service  in  the  Air  Force,  Williams  returned  to  New  York  to  attend  the 
Juilliard  School,  where  he  studied  piano  with  Madame  Rosina  Lhevinne.  While  in  New  York, 
he  also  worked  as  a  jazz  pianist,  both  in  clubs  and  on  recordings.  Again,  Williams  moved  to 
Los  Angeles  and  began  his  career  in  the  film  studios,  working  with  such  composers  as  Bernard 
Herrmann,  Alfred  Newman  and  Franz  Waxman.  He  went  on  to  write  music  for  many  tele¬ 
vision  programs  in  the  1960s,  winning  two  Emmys  for  his  work,  and  he  has  since  become  the 
most  sought-after  composer  of  film  music  in  the  world. 

Williams  has  composed  the  music  and  served  as  music  director  for  over  sixty  films, 
including  Goodbye  Mr.  Chips,  The  Poseidon  Adventure,  Jaws,  Star  Wars,  Close  Encounters  of  the 
Third  Kind,  Superman,  The  Empire  Strikes  Back,  and,  most  recently,  Raiders  of  the  Lost  Ark .  He  has 
received  sixteen  Academy  Award  nominations  and  has  been  awarded  three  Oscars,  eleven 
Grammies,  and  several  gold  and  platinum  records.  In  addition  to  his  film  music,  Williams  has 
written  many  concert  pieces,  including  two  symphonies,  and  a  flute  concerto  and  violin 
concerto  recently  recorded  by  the  London  Symphony  Orchestra.  His  Jubilee  350  Fanfare 
heralded  the  350th  birthday  of  the  City  of  Boston  in  September  1980. 

The  soundtrack  album  to  Star  Wars  has  sold  over  four  million  copies,  more  than  any  non¬ 
pop  album  in  recording  history.  Williams  is  also  the  first  composer  ever  to  have  written  the 
scores  for  a  combination  of  films  which  have  grossed  over  one  billion  dollars.  Many  of  his  film 
scores  have  been  recorded,  and  his  highly  acclaimed  albums  with  the  Boston  Pops  include 
"Pops  in  Space,"  "That's  Entertainment"  (Pops  on  Broadway),  "Pops  on  the  March,"  and  "We 
Wish  You  a  Merry  Christmas." 

Since  his  appointment  as  Pops  Conductor,  Williams  has  led  the  Pops  in  New  York,  Chicago, 
Los  Angeles,  Detroit,  and  many  other  American  cities.  In  addition,  he  has  appeared  as  guest 
conductor  with  the  major  orchestras  of  London,  Pittsburgh,  Dallas,  Toronto,  and  Los  Angeles, 
where  he  recently  conducted  a  series  of  concerts  at  the  Hollywood  Bowl  with  the  Los  Angeles 
Philharmonic.  Currently,  Williams  is  composing  the  score  to  a  film  entitled  E.T.,  to  be  released 
later  this  year. 
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as  well  as  a  member  of  the  Boston  Symphony 
Orchestra's  first  violin  section. 

A  native  of  Cambridge,  Massachusetts,  Mr.  Dickson  is  a  graduate  of  Somerville  High  School 
and  the  New  England  Conservatory  of  Music.  He  studied  violin  for  two  years  with  Carl  Flesch 
and  Max  Rostal  as  a  fellowship  student  at  Berlin's  Hochschule  fur  Musik,  and  later  studied 
conducting  with  Pierre  Monteux  at  the  Domain  School  in  Maine.  Mr.  Dickson  was  active  both 
as  conductor  and  violinist  before  joining  the  Boston  Symphony  under  Serge  Koussevitzky 
in  1938. 

Mr.  Dickson  is  the  distinguished  recipient  of  numerous  awards.  He  is  a  Chevalier  in  the 
Ordre  des  Arts  et  des  Lettres  of  the  French  government,  and  in  1971  the  National  Conference  of 
the  Humanities  presented  him  a  Certificate  of  Honor  recognizing  his  distinguished  contribu¬ 
tions  to  the  humanities.  He  holds  honorary  degrees  from  Boston's  Berklee  College  of  Music, 
from  Curry  College,  and  from  North  Adams  State  College  in  Massachusetts.  In  September  of 
1975,  the  city  of  Somerville  dedicated  the  Harry  Ellis  Dickson  Center  of  Fine  Arts  and 
Humanities  in  its  new  Winter  Hill  Community  School. 

An  ardent  collector  of  anecdotes  about  music  and  musicians,  Mr.  Dickson  has  incorporated 
many  of  them  into  his  book.  Gentlemen,  More  Dolce  Please!,  an  entertaining  view  of  music  behind 
the  scenes.  His  new  book,  Arthur  Fiedler  and  the  Boston  Pops,  has  recently  been  published  and  is 
a  candid  reminiscence  about  Mr.  Dickson's  longtime  friend  and  associate,  the  late  Arthur 
Fiedler.  In  addition,  Mr.  Dickson  has  furthered  the  part-time  conducting  career  of  his  close 
friend  Danny  Kaye,  with  whom  he  has  traveled  to  many  countries  of  the  world  as  musical 
mentor. 

Mr.  Dickson's  association  with  the  Boston  Pops  dates  from  1938;  he  became  assistant 
conductor  of  that  orchestra  in  1958.  In  1975  he  conducted  the  Pops  at  the  inaugural  ceremony 
of  his  son-in-law,  former  Governor  Michael  Dukakis. 

The  Boston  Symphony  Youth  Concerts  were  instituted  in  1959,  and  for  his  work  as  the 
director  and  conductor  of  those  concerts,  Mr.  Dickson  has  been  described  as  "that  rare  soul, 
an  adult  who  remembers  what  it  was  like  to  be  young,  who  loves  young  people  and  under¬ 
stands  them,  and  who  wishes  to  share  with  them  that  magic  kingdom  of  the  mind  where 
music  is  the  key." 
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With  his  appointment  as  the  nineteenth  conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops,  John  Williams  has 
inherited  an  institution  inspired  by  the  man  who  founded  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra 
—  Henry  Lee  Higginson.  In  1881,  Mr.  Higginson  wrote  of  his  wish  to  present  in  Boston  "as 
many  serious  concerts  of  classical  music  as  were  wanted,  and  also  to  give  at  other  times,  and 
more  especially  in  the  summer,  concerts  of  a  lighter  kind  of  music."  In  1885,  Higginson's  wish 
was  realized  when  Adolf  Neuendorff  conducted  the  first  of  the  "Music  Hall  Promenade 
Concerts."  From  the  earliest  days  of  the  Promenade  Concerts,  the  audience  was  entertained 
with  both  music  and  refreshments  —  an  innovation  welcomed  by  Bostonians  as  an  ideal 
summer  night's  activity.  The  concerts,  which  were  eventually  given  in  the  spring  and  chris¬ 
tened  "popular"  and  later  "Pops,"  became  a  tradition.  They  continued  to  be  given  at  the  Music 
Hall  through  the  season  of  1889,  after  which  that  structure  was  razed.  The  concerts  of  1900 
took  place  in  Mechanics  Hall,  and  the  following  year  the  series  was  moved  to  Symphony  Hall, 
where  it  has  been  given  to  this  day. 

On  7  May  1930  —  seventeen  conductors  and  several  million  concertgoers  later  —  a  young 
German-trained,  Boston-born  musician  assumed  command  of  the  Boston  Pops.  Arthur 
Fiedler  had  joined  the  Boston  Symphony  in  1915  as  a  20-year-old  violinist  during  Karl  Muck's 
tenure  as  music  director.  He  had  played  violin  or  viola  in  the  Pops  Orchestra  under  six  of  its 
conductors,  and  eventually  formed  the  Boston  Sinfonietta,  a  chamber  orchestra  composed  of 
members  of  the  Boston  Symphony.  At  the  same  time,  he  led  a  campaign  to  establish  a  series  of 
free  outdoor  orchestral  concerts,  and  in  1929  his  efforts  resulted  in  the  launching  of  the 
Esplanade  concerts  on  the  east  bank  of  the  Charles  River.  With  Mr.  Fiedler's  appointment  as 
Conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops  the  following  year,  the  distinctive  character  of  the  Boston  Pops 
was  established,  with  its  sponsorship  of  American  music  and  young  American  soloists,  and  its 
rediscovery  of  the  light  music  of  earlier  days,  as  well  as  the  commitment  to  foster  popular 
contemporary  compositions. 

With  Mr.  Fiedler's  death  in  July  1979,  Harry  Ellis  Dickson,  Associate  Conductor  of  the 
Boston  Pops,  led  the  orchestra  until  Mr.  Williams  was  appointed  Conductor.  Other  distin¬ 
guished  guest  conductors  who  have  appeared  frequently  in  recent  years  include  Erich 
Kunzel,  John  Covelli,  and  Mitch  Miller. 

In  addition  to  its  recordings  and  its  radio,  television,  and  Symphony  Hall  appearances,  the 
Boston  Pops  Orchestra  tours  frequently  throughout  the  United  States. 


Arthur  Fiedler 
(1894-1979) 

The  1979  Boston  Pops  season  marked 
the  50th  year  that  a  unique  partnership  — 
Arthur  Fiedler  and  the  Boston  Pops  — 
brought  music  lovers  from  all  over  the 
world  to  Symphony  Hall.  Fiedler,  who 
conducted  the  Pops  for  a  longer  period  of 
time  than  all  of  his  predecessors  com¬ 
bined,  joined  the  Boston  Symphony  in 
1915  under  Karl  Miick.  He  was  not  only  a 
violinist,  but  also  played  as  orchestra 
violist,  pianist,  organist,  and  percussionist. 
In  1924  he  formed  and  was  the  conductor 
of  the  Boston  Sinfonietta,  a  chamber 
orchestra  made  up  of  BSO  members.  Five 
years  later,  he  conducted  the  first  of  the 
now- famous  Esplanade  concerts  on  the 
Charles  River.  In  1954,  to  celebrate  the 
25th  anniversary  of  those  concerts,  the 
Arthur  Fiedler  Foot  Bridge  was  dedicated 
over  what  is  now  Storrow  Drive.  Under 
Fiedler's  direction,  the  Boston  Pops  was 
recorded  more  than  any  other  orchestra 
in  the  world. 

The  Pops  Conductors 

A  history  of  the  Pops  shows  many 
changes  in  their  conductors,  two  or  three 
often  dividing  a  season. 

Adolf  Neuendorff,  who  later  became 
conductor  at  the  Metropolitan  Opera, 
conducted  the  first  "Pops"  concert  on  July 
11,  1885,  when  the  Boston  Symphony 
Orchestra  was  four  years  old.  The  first 
concerts  were  called  "Promenade  Con¬ 
certs,"  after  the  old  London  concerts.

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The  first  home  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  was  the  old  Boston  Music  Hall,  which 
stood  downtown  where  the  Orpheum  Theatre  now  stands,  held  about  2,400  seats,  and  was 
threatened  in  1893  by  a  city  road-building/rapid  transit  project.  That  summer,  the  BSO's 
founder,  Major  Henry  Lee  Higginson,  organized  a  corporation  to  finance  a  new  and  perma¬ 
nent  home  for  the  orchestra,  and  on  15  October  1900,  some  seven  years  and  $750,000  later, 
the  new  hall  was  opened.  The  inaugural  gala  concluded  with  a  performance  of  Beethoven's 
Missa  Solemnis  under  the  direction  of  then  music  director  Wilhelm  Gericke. 

At  Higginson's  insistence,  the  architects  —  McKim,  Meade  &  White  of  New  York  — 
engaged  Wallace  Clement  Sabine,  a  young  assistant  professor  of  physics  at  Harvard,  as  their 
acoustical  consultant,  and  Symphony  Hall  became  the  first  auditorium  designed  in  accordance 
with  scientifically- derived  acoustical  principles.  It  is  widely  regarded  as  one  of  the  two  or  three 
finest  concert  halls  in  the  world:  Bruno  Walter  called  it  “the  most  noble  of  American  concert 
halls,"  and  Herbert  von  Karajan,  comparing  it  to  Vienna's  renowned  Grosser  Musikvereinsaal, 
noted  that  "for  much  music,  it  is  even  better  . . .  because  of  its  slightly  lower  reverberation  time." 

Symphony  Hall  is  61  feet  high,  75  feet  wide,  and  124  feet  long  from  the  lower  back  wall  to 
the  front  of  the  stage.  The  walls  of  the  stage  slope  inward  to  help  focus  the  sound.  The  side 
balconies  are  shallow  so  as  not  to  trap  any  of  the  sound,  and  though  the  rear  balconies  are 
deeper,  sound  is  properly  reflected  from  the  back  walls.  The  recesses  of  the  coffered  ceiling 
help  distribute  the  sound  throughout  the  hall,  as  do  the  statue- filled  niches  along  three  sides. 
The  auditorium  itself  is  centered  within  the  building,  withcorridors  and  offices  insulating  it 
from  outside  street  noise.  The  leather  seats  are  the  ones  installed  for  the  hall's  opening  in  1900, 
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and,  with  the  exception  of  the  wooden  floors,  the  hall  is  built  of  brick,  steel,  and  plaster,  with 
only  a  moderate  amount  of  decoration.  Symphony  Hall  seats  2,625  people  during  the  winter 
season  and  2,371  during  the  Pops  season,  when  the  banks  of  orchestra  seats  are  replaced  by 
tables  and  chairs. 

The  Symphony  Hall  organ,  an  Aeolian- Skinner  designed  by  G.  Donald  Harrison  and 
installed  in  1949,  is  considered  one  of  the  finest  concert  hall  organs  in  the  world.  The  console 
was  autographed  by  Albert  Schweitzer,  who  expressed  his  best  wishes  for  the  organ's  tone. 
There  are  more  than  4,800  pipes,  ranging  in  size  from  32  feet  to  less  than  six  inches  and  located 
behind  the  false  organ  pipe  facade  which  is  visible  to  the  audience. 

Two  radio  booths  used  for  the  taping  and  broadcasting  of  concerts  overlook  the  stage.  For 
recording  sessions,  equipment  is  installed  in  an  area  of  the  basement.  The  hall  was  completely 
air-conditioned  during  the  summer  of  1973,  and  in  1975  a  six-passenger  elevator  was  installed 
in  the  Massachusetts  Avenue  stairwell. 

A  couple  of  interesting  points  for  observant  concertgoers:  Beethoven  is  the  only  composer 
whose  name  was  inscribed  on  one  of  the  plaques  which  trim  the  stage  and  balconies  of  the 
hall;  the  other  plaques  were  left  empty  since  it  was  felt  that  only  Beethoven's  popularity  would 
remain  unchanged.  And  the  initials  "BMH"  —  for  "Boston  Music  Hall,"  as  the  building  was  to 
have  been  called  —  appear  on  the  stairwell  banisters  at  the  Huntington  Avenue  side,  originally 
planned  as  the  main  entrance.  But  the  old  Boston  Music  Hall  was  gutted  only  after  the  new 
building  —  Symphony  Hall  —  was  opened.

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CANDIDE  OVERTURE 

Leonard  Bernstein  (b.  1918) 

Candide,  a  musical  based  on  Voltaire's  satirical  short  novel,  opened  on  Broadway  on  1 
December  1956.  At  the  time  it  was  regarded  as  a  noble  failure  when  it  closed  after  only  73 
performances;  certainly  there  were  dramatic  problems  with  the  shape  of  the  show,  and  it  took  a 
completely  rewritten  and  restaged  version  nearly  two  decades  later  to  become  a  real  popular 
success.  Yet  few  musicals  have  ever  successfully  combined  so  wide  a  range  of  styles,  such  witty 
parodies,  and  such  sheet  technical  brilliance.  The  show  even  boasted  a  real  overture  that  was 
something  other  than  the  hastily-cobbled-together  potpourri  of  songs  that  were  designated  to 
be  the  hit  numbers.  This  bright  and  sassy  overture  quickly  assumed  a  life  of  its  own  as  a  concert 
piece  of  the  lighter  sort. 

"MARIA"  FROM  WEST  SIDE  STORY 

Leonard  Bernstein  (b.  1918) 

Conceived  by  choreographer- director  Jerome  Robbins  as  a  modern  version  of  Romeo  and 
Juliet,  the  musical  West  Side  Story  was  a  new  high-water  mark  for  the  American  musical  theater,  an 
extraordinarily  powerful  amalgam  of  Leonard  Bernstein's  brilliantly  unified,  nervously  jazzy 
score,  Arthur  Laurents's  book,  lyrics  by  Stephen  Sondheim  (his  first  Broadway  credit),  and 
Robbins's  electrifying  dances.  Though  Bernstein  had  written  hit  shows  before  —  On  the  Town  in 
1944  and  Wonderful  Town  in  1953  —  this  was  his  first  show  to  produce  songs  that  immediately 
became  standards,  and  no  song  was  more  popular  than  the  principal  love  song  for  the  male  lead, 
who  recounts  in  tones  of  hushed  wonder  the  magic  of  his  enchantment  with  the  sister  of  a  rival 
gang's  leader.  The  daring  opening  melodic  interval  (sung  to  the  word  “Maria"),  long  considered 
an  impossibility  in  popular  song,  here  perfectly  expresses  Tony's  yearning. 

DIVERTIMENTO  FOR  ORCHESTRA 

Leonard  Bernstein  (b.  1918) 

Bernstein's  Divertimento  grew  out  of  a  commission  from  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  to 
write  a  march  that  would  open  the  orchestra's  centennial  season.  The  composer  decided  to  base 
the  theme  of  his  march  on  the  pitches  B  and  C  (to  signify  Boston  Centennial)  and  created  what  is 
now  the  first  movement,  "Sennets  and  Tuckets"  (the  title  is  a  Shakespearean  term  for  fanfares). 
But  more  transformations  of  the  two-note  germ  occurred  to  him,  and  he  decided  to  expand  on 
the  original  idea  with  a  series  of  short  movements  largely  in  popular  styles  (thus  paying  tribute  to 
the  Boston  Pops,  the  orchestra  that  played  the  first  symphonic  concert  that  Bernstein  attended  as 
a  child).  The  remaining  movements  ("Waltz"  for  strings;  "Mazurka"  for  double-reed 
woodwinds;  a  "Samba";  a  quirky  "Turkey  Trot";  the  mysterious  "Sphinxes";  a  "Blues"  for  brass 
and  percussion;  and  the  final  march  "The  BSO  Forever")  allow  each  family  of  instruments  to 
shine  in  turn,  while  at  the  same  time  they  contain  sly  allusions  to  famous  passages  in  the 
orchestral  repertory.  The  title  of  the  final  march,  of  course,  refers  obliquely  to  the  most  famous 
march  of  John  Philip  Sousa,  which,  over  the  years,  came  to  be  almost  synonymous  with  the 
Boston  Pops. 

CARNIVAL  OF  THE  ANIMALS 

Camille  Saint-Saens  (1835-1921) 

The  multi-talented  Saint-Saens  was  also  a  very  witty  man.  The  Carnival  of  Animals  was 
composed  in  1886  and  first  performed  semi-privately  in  that  year.  The  composer  forbade 
publication  during  his  lifetime  (partly,  no  doubt,  for  copyright  reasons,  since  he  quotes  a  number 
of  pieces  by  other  composers),  but  a  special  note  in  his  will  removed  the  ban,  and  the  piece  was 


published  in  1922.  It  has  been  a  great  favorite  since  then,  either  in  its  original  form  as  a  purely 
instrumental  work  or  (as  in  the  present  performance)  embellished  by  comic  verses  analogous  to 
Saint-Saens  comic  music.  Many  of  the  composer's  musical  jokes  are  obvious  at  once,  but  a  few  of 
his  quotations  deserve  special  mention.  The  Tortoises  dance  slowly  indeed,  but  the  dance  they 
perform  is  Offenbach's  can-can  from  Orpheus  in  the  Underworld  —  slowest  can-can  on  record! 
The  ponderous  Elephant  tries  some  dancing,  too,  but  in  his  case  Berlioz's  feather-light  "Ballet  of 
Sylphs"  from  The  Damnation  of  Faust  takes  on  pachydermal  weight.  The  most  unlikely  animals  in 
this  menagerie  are  the  Pianists,  who,  of  course,  play  basic  five-finger  scale  exercises.  And  the 
Fossils  present  a  medley  of  old  melodies,  ranging  from  the  French  folk  songs  "J'ai  du  bon  tabac" 
and  "Ah!  vous  dirai-je,  maman"  to  Saint- Saens's  own  Danse  Macabre  (on  the  xylophone  —  fossil 
bones?)  and  finally  an  aria  from  Rossini's  Barber  of  Seville. 

POPS  IN  BLUES 

an.  Billy  May 

Arranger  Billy  May  has  put  together  three  of  the  most  famous  songs  to  draw  upon  the  blues 
tradition.  "Birth  of  the  Blues,"  by  Ray  Henderson,  with  lyrics  by  Bud  De  Sylva  and  Lew  Brown,  was 
written  for  a  big  production  number  in  the  George  White  Scandals  of  1926,  which  featured  a  "battle" 
between  the  blues  and  the  classics.  The  scene  culminated  in  a  compromise  represented  by 
Gershwin's  Rhapsody  in  Blue.  "Blues  in  the  Night"  was  written  in  1941  by  the  unbeatable  team  of 
composer  Harold  Arlen  and  lyricist  Johnny  Mercer  for  a  motion  picture  that  was  to  be  titled  Hot 
Nocturne ;  but  the  song  proved  to  be  so  powerful,  that  the  name  of  the  picture  was  changed  to  Blues  in 
the  Night.  "Basin  Street  Blues"  was  composed  in  1929  by  Spencer  Williams,  a  New  Orleans-born 
Pullman  porter  turned  pianist  and  composer. 

THE  TYPEWRITER 

Leroy  Anderson 

A  graduate  of  Harvard,  where  he  studied  composition  with  Walter  Piston  and  Georges  Enesco, 
Leroy  Anderson  was,  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  discovered  by  Arthur  Fiedler,  who  performed 
his  Jazz  Pizzicato  in  1938  and  subsequently  commissioned  and  performed  many  original 
compositions  conceived  for  the  concerts  of  the  Boston  Pops.  The  result  was  a  unique  series  of 
light  orchestral  works,  brilliantly  conceived  and  scored,  which  have  long  since  established 
themselves  as  American  classics.  The  Typeivriter  (1950)  is  one  of  several  works  employing 
unusual  orchestral  instruments;  in  this  case  it  is  a  new  percussion  instrument  more  frequently 
found  in  the  world  of  business  than  in  the  symphony  orchestra. 

ST.  LOUIS  BLUES  MARCH 

W.C.  Handy  (1873-1958) 

The  most  famous  commercial  success  in  the  world  of  blues  was  composed  in  1914.  W.C. 
Handy  had  already  had  some  success  with  his  "Memphis  Blues,"  but  he  had  sold  his  rights  to  that 
piece  to  a  publisher  for  a  mere  $50  and  never  saw  the  fortune  that  the  song  brought  in. 
Determined  to  find  something  to  match  it,  he  recalled  his  own  days  of  poverty  in  St.  Louis  and 
created  the  memorable  opening  line,  "I  hate  to  see  de  evenin'  sun  go  down."  As  he  later 
explained,  "If  you  ever  had  to  sleep  on  the  cobbles  down  by  the  river  in  St.  Louis,  you'll 
understand  the  complaint."  The  song  became  a  major  hit  when  Sophie  Tucker  introduced  it  into 
her  vaudeville  act.  After  that  it  was  unstoppable.  It  has  been  recorded  eight  or  nine  hundred 
times,  arranged  by  Handy  for  every  conceivable  instrumental  combination,  and  interpolated 
into  shows  and  films.  The  Boston  Pops  arrangement  displays  the  familiar  song  in  the  guise  of  a 
lively  march. 
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Dick  Flavin 


The  only  TV  journalist  in  the  country 
who  specializes  in  political  satire,  Dick 
Flavin  is  one  of  television's  most  unique 
commentators.  He  uses  poetry,  parody, 
various  characterizations  and  a  biting  wit 
to  discuss  issues  in  the  news.  Besides 
appearing  on  Boston's  WBZ-TV  five 
nights  each  week,  his  commentaries  also 
are  seen  throughout  the  nation  on  the 
Cable  News  Network.  His  novel  approach 
to  the  discussion  of  serious  issues  has  won 
widespread  recognition,  including  two 
Emmies,  Stonehill  College's  Outstanding 
Alumnus  Award,  and  the  Greater  Boston 
Jaycees'  Ten  Outstanding  Young  Leaders 
Award. 

A  highly  sought-after  speaker  and 
lecturer.  Flavin  makes  more  than  100  such 
personal  appearances  each  year.  He  also 
has  taught  courses  in  politics  and  media  at 
Harvard's  Kennedy  Institute  of  Politics 
and  at  Brandeis  University.  Flavin  joined 
WBZ-TV  in  1973,  after  working  as  polit¬ 
ical  editor  at  WNAC-TV  in  Boston.  He 
has  been  with  the  Cable  News  Network 
since  its  inception  on  June  1,  1980.  A 
Boston  native,  he  is  a  graduate  of  Stonehill 
College  in  North  Easton,  Massachusetts, 
and  the  New  York  University  School  of 
Radio  and  Television.  He  lives  in  Wayland, 
Massachusetts,  with  his  wife  Betsy  and 
two  daughters,  Leslie  and  Meredith. 
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Susan  Almasi 


As  rehearsal  pianist  for  the  Boston 
Symphony  Orchestra,  Susan  Almasi 
works  regularly  with  Seiji  Ozawa,  with 
such  guest  conductors  as  Sir  Colin  Davis 
and  Leonard  Bernstein,  and  with  such 
soloists  as  Leontyne  Price  and  Itzhak 
Perlman.  She  is  also  accompanist  for  sev¬ 
eral  choruses  in  Boston,  including  the 
Tanglewood  Festival  Chorus,  the  John 
Oliver  Chorale,  and  the  MIT  Choral 
Society.  Ms.  Almasi  did  her  undergraduate 
work  at  Brandeis  University  and  holds  a 
master's  degree  in  piano  from  the  State 
University  of  New  York  at  Stony  Brook, 
where  her  teacher  was  Gilbert  Kalish.  She 
is  featured  on  two  recordings  with  Doriot 
Anthony  Dwyer,  principal  flutist  of  the 
Boston  Symphony  Orchestra,  and  she 
performs  regularly  in  both  solo  and  en¬ 
semble  recitals.  Ms.  Almasi  has  been  a 
fellowship  student  and  a  faculty  member 
at  the  Berkshire  Music  Center,  and  she 
performed  Saint- Saens  Carnival  of  the 
Animals  earlier  this  season  at  Boston 
Symphony  Youth  Concerts  under  the 
direction  of  Harry  Ellis  Dickson.  This  is  her 
first  performance  with  the  Boston  Pops. 


Henry  Weinberger 


Pianist  Henry  Weinberger  is  a  coach 
with  the  opera  department  of  the  New 
England  and  Boston  Conservatories.  He 
has  taught  at  the  Eastern  Music  Festival  in 
Greensboro,  North  Carolina,  at  the  All 
Newton  Music  School,  and  at  the  New 
England  Conservatory  Extension  Division, 
and  he  prepares  and  accompanies  both 
singers  and  instrumentalists  for  recitals, 
auditions  and  master  classes.  A  student  of 
John  Moriarity,  Mr.  Weinberger  holds  his 
master's  degree  in  piano  from  the  New 
England  Conservatory  of  Music,  where 
his  teacher  was  Leonard  Shure,  and  he 
did  his  undergraduate  work  at  Brandeis 
University  while  studying  piano  with 
Victor  Rosenbaum.  He  returns  to  the 
Berkshire  Music  Center  at  Tanglewood 
this  year  for  his  second  summer  as  a  vocal 
coach  and  accompanist  in  the  BMC  Fel¬ 
lowship  Program.  Mr.  Weinberger  per¬ 
formed  Saint- Saens  Carnival  of  the  Animals 
earlier  this  season  at  Boston  Symphony 
Youth  Concerts  under  the  direction  of 
Harry  Ellis  Dickson.  This  is  his  first  per¬ 
formance  with  the  Boston  Pops.
